Air Has Lifting Power Similar to 
Water, Only Air Is 
Lighter 

The average person on secing an 
airplane soar gracefully into the sky 
has doubtless wondered why it is-that 
it stays there, and does not ‘fall to 
the earth, as other bodies do, says 
Lieut. Norman Clark in  Pearson’s 
Weekly. 

The first thing to grasp in the un- 
derstanding of flight is that air has 
a lifting power similar to that of 
water, only air is lighter. 

Now, if you place your hand under 
water and: idling ene upward, 
drag it alemg Tey 4th_the surface, 
you will-retee-that it-has a tendency 
to rise, Similarly, if you take a piece 
of paper, hold it at a slight angle, 
and drag it quickly through the air, 
you will obscrve that it also tends to 
rise. The faster you move it, the 
more it rises. This simple fact forms 
the basis of airplane flight. 


New Decision on Status of Aliens 


The Appeal Court in London has 
given an important decision on the 
status of am alien under the laws of 
the empire. The appellant was Hen- 
rich Herman. .Markwald, who was 
born in Germany, and settled in Aus- 
tralia in 1908. He obtained a certi- 
ficate’ of naturalization and went to 
England at the outbreak of the war, 
and was required to register as an| 
alien under the Aliens Registration 
Act. Re refused and was prosecuted 
and convicted bY a magistrate. Qn 
appeal, the divisional court uphéld the 
conviction. ‘The appeal court held! 
that .the appellant had not ceased to} 
be an alien in London by virtue of 
his Australian “certificate of natural- 
ization and dismissed the appeal.

A recent Ottawa. dispatch 
the fact that, according to official es- 
timates, Quebec continues to outstrip 
Ontario in increase in population and 
is steadily closing up the gap between 
the two provinces in*point of numbers 
of people. This -is a development 
which has been in progress for some 
years now, with the result that On- 
tario is gradually losing that prepon- 
derance of political power which it 
once enjoyed at Ottawa. 


As is well known, the basis of rep- 
resentation of the provinces in the 
House of Commons is fixed by the 
British North America Act, which 
éprovides that Quebec shall always 
“have 65 members, and each of the 
other provinces such a number as will 
x give the same proportion of repre- 
$ sentatives to its population as the 
number 65 bears to the population of 
¢c¢; and it is also provided that 
following each decennial census a re- 
distribution of representation shall 
take place on the basis of the popula- 
tion figures thus ascertained. 
Prior to the census of 1901 the unit 
of representation for all Canada was 
‘ 22,900,-—themiadeacach group of 22,900 
: people was entitled to a member at 
Ottawa. This gave Ontario 92 mem- 
bers to Quebec’s 65, a-difference of 27. 
As a result of the 1901 census, and the

increase which had taken place in 
Quebec’s population, the unit was 
raised to 25,367, with the result that 


i Ontario’s representation fell from 92 
y to 86, because, proportionately, Que- 
bec’s growth. in population was more 
* rapid than Ontario’s. Following the

raised, this time to 30,819, and On- 
tario lost four more members and is 
now represented at Ottawa by 82, On 
the basis of the recent official \estim- 
ates, Ontario will, following the cen- 
sus of last. year, lose at least two 
more members, leaying it only 80, 
Thus in two decades Ontario's re- 
presentation will have decreased by 
12, leaving only a margin of 15 be- 
tween Ontario and Quebec, as com- 
pared with 27 only twenty years ago. 
The same change in position is tak-

This increased power in national af- 
fairs, coupled with 
tendency of western people not to 
divide upon old party lines, but to 
unite upon great questions of prin* 
ciple and policy irrespective of former 
party divisions and-views, clearly in- 
dicates that a new re-alignment is 
about to take place and that all for- 
mer political conditions are due for a 
shake-up, 

The incidence of population 
therefore, bound to have a profound 
effect on future Canadian policy, This 
will be true not only as between West 
and East, but is markedly in evidence 
within the boundaries of the old pro- 
vinces. Ontario is becoming more 
and more an industrial centre, where 
the populations of the manufacturing 
cities and towns are growing while 
the rural population is declining. Que- 
bec, too, is developing rapidly in an 
industrial sense, but in that province, 
unlike Ontario, agriculture-is, also ex- 
panding. In.fact, Quebec is forging 
ahead of Ontario in more than popu- 
lation, thanks to the far-seeing and 
aggressive good roads and agricultur- 
al policies inaugurated by the provin- 
cial authorities. As a result, the nat- 
ural resources of Quebec are being 
more rapidly and scientifically devel- 
oped than are those of any other pro- 
vince at the present time.

a city suffering fronr famine, cold, di- 
sease and robbery, in a report just 
made by Professor Zeidler, of the 
Russian Red Cross, who has investi- 
gated conditions in the capital. 

“Owing to want of fuel, the capital 
is becoming a désert,” he says. “Ina 
few houses only there are still some 
inhabitants, atid even these generally 
live in, their kitchen,, Famine, condi- 
tions in the city are terrible. If the 
population had not already accustom- 
ed itself. to feedirig on what people 
in tiormal circumstances never eat at 
all, they would have no food what- 
ever. 

“The water supply has stopped ow- 
ing to*the want of fuel, and the in- 
habitants draw their supply from the 
Neva or the canals, or use melted 
snow. Spotted typhus and Spanish 
influénza with various complications 
have put an end to the sufferings 
of many unfortunate people. There 
are no medicines to be had at all. 
» Only four hospitals arc «till - open. 
Electric lights are permitted from 
five to eight p.ni. only, Tram cars 
run at certain hours and on only 
routes needed by the Bolsheviki. 
Authorities are powerless to guard 
public safety. Gangs of robbers are 
at work in the deserted quarters of 
the city, carrying off all that may 
‘have been left after the searches 
made by the Red army.”

Berlin.—Karl Kautsky, who investi- 
gated the causes leading to the war, 
writes in the Berlin Volks Zeitung: 
The passing of sentence on Wil- 
helm (the former German emperor) 
before an enemy court would not alle- 
viate the danger of a counter-revolu- 
tion, but would add to it. Wilhelm 
would be made a martyr in the ¢yes 
of the German public; to whom he 
would appear as a man sentenced, not 
for this crime or that, but for being 
a German. His popularity, would sud- 
denly soar upwards tremendously and 
he might become a dangerous pre- 


tender, in opposition. to the German : 


republic.” 

Herr Kautsky is of the opinion that
